Anniial  Report,  1955. 

I have  pleasvire  in  presenting  to  you  ray  report  on  the  health  of 
the  Urban  District  of  Hazel  Grove  and  Bramhall  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  1955* 

The  population  of  the  District  continued  to  increase  and  there 
were  slightly  more  births  and  fewer  deaths  than  in  the  previous 
year.  The  infantile  death-rate  remained  low  as  in  the  past  tow 
years. 


The  outbreak  of  measles  which  began  in  the  later  part  of  the 
previous  year  continued  into  the  early  months  of  1955*  Notifications 
of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Whooping  Cough  cases  both  decreased  markedly.  For 
the  seventh  successive  year  there  was  no  case  of  Diphtheria,  and 
fortunately  no  case  of  Infantile  Paralysis. 

Notifications  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  increased  to  nine,  and 
there  were  two  new  oases  of  Non-pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  There  was 
one  death  due  to  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis* 

During  the  year,  the  Council's  proposals  for  dealing  with 
insanitary  property  in  the  Area  were  approved  by  the  Minister  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government.  Good  progress  has  been  made  v/ith  the 
first  year's  programme  and  official  representations  have  been  made 
in  respect  of  three  areas  which  include  43  houses. 

As  from  1st  December,  1954 » it  became  necessa,ry  for  all  premises 
used  for  carrying  on  the  business  of  a hairdresser  or  barber  to  be 
registered  with  the  Council.  Bye-Laws  have  been  n,dopted  for  the 
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purpose  of  regulating-  the  conditions  in  all  such  registered 
premises. 


Sections  ’E*  to  ’I*  of  my  Report,  Virhich  deal  with  the  duties 
noimially  undertaken  hy  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  have  heen  prepared 
hy  Mr.  H,  Peacock,  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  to  whom  I am 
indebted  for  his  help. 

In  conclusion,  I shoiild  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Council  and  Health  Committee  and  the  Officers  of  the  Covincil 
for  their  val viable  help  so  readily  given  to  me  throughout  the  year.

LaLoraiory  Facilities  are  available  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  at  Monsall  and  also  at  Stepping  Hill  Hospital. 

The  following  services  are  provided  by  the  Local  Health  Authority

An  Order  for  the  removal  to  hospital  was  obtained,  and  happily 
after  a period  of  treatment  the  patient's  condition  improved  and 
she  agreed  voluntarily  to  a transfer  to  an  Old  Persons'  Home,  where 
she  is  now  being  cared  for.

The  Urhan  District  is  served  from  the  works  of  the  Stockport 
Corporation  Water  IMdertaking, 

The  water,  which  is  cha^ically  treated  to  prevent  pi umbo- solvent  action, 
is  stored  in  impounding  reservoirs,  treated  by  mechanical  filtration  plant 
and  subsequently  chlorinated.  It  has  been  satisfactory  (a)  in  quality  and 
(b)  in  quantity. 

Bacteriological  examinations  are  made  monthly  of  the  raw  water  and 
weekly  of  the  treated  virater  going  into  supply,  the  results  being  satisfactory.

At  31st  March,  195^)  "tiie  Council  had  four  mechanically-operated 
vehicles  available  for  the  collection  of  house  refuse  and  trade  refuse, 
with  trailers  attached  to  the  vehicles  for  the  collection  of  salvage. 

The  disposal  of  all  house  refuse  and  trade  refuse  is  by  controlled 
tipping  at  the  Comcil's  Tip  situate  in  Linney  Road,  Bramhall.  This  is 
the  site  of  the  disused  Sewage  Disposal  Works.  The  Tip  is  constantly 
inspected  for  likely  infestation  by  rats,  flies  and  crickets. 

The  Council's  Scheme  for  the  provision  of  dustbins  throughout  the 
District,  commenced  in  January,  1950?  continued  to  operate  during  the 
year,  and  up  to  31st  March,  195^?  "the  Council  had  supplied  4>713  bins 
to  properties  in  the  District.
